To no one detail does more 
interest attach than to that of the [I welve (Gates. 

The Ego enters the first three of the T welve Gates by means 
of gross matter, form and lower mind. Thru many imcarnations, 
in fact up to the period when connection 1s made with the Soul, — 
Higher mind, —the Pilgrim oft Days gradually passes through 
the first three gates of the Universal Temple. By means of m- 
<tinct alone, the reincarnating Monad makes its way thru the 
three Kingdoms of Nature until 1ts form 1s ensouled in the third 
Root Race of Mankind: when, as a complete human heing. he 15 
prepare( to enter the next three gates. \With a more refine(. hody, 
increased hrain capacity and a <oul, the passing of the next triad 
of gates fits him for Temple Service. The first period of that 
Service involves the development of the latent qualities of ambition, 
endurance and devotion. 

The third triad of gates 1s only entered by *the few” of any 
race, —the Prepared,—for they are the teachers of the masses and 
this must be £0 until the cycle rolls around in which all of a Re- 
deemed Humanity may enter. This opportunity . will be part of 
the heritage of the Sixth Root Race. *They are of those who 
have passed through great tribulations,” creat tests, and won.

These twelve gates have a certain correspondence to the 
/.odtac and to every vearly cycle. April, May and June COTrTe- 
pond to the first three gates; July, August and September to the 
Second three; October, November and December to the third 
three; and January, February and March correspond to the last 
three. In terms of time you are now about entering the last one 
of the <econd triad of gates with the beginning of the month ot 
January. The good resolutions made, as a result of interior rec- 
ognition of a new bheginning,—a. new impulse given to the hte 
forces, 1s, figuratively speaking, the soul's ticket of entrance to the 
gate you are about to enter, the last, 80 tar as a yearly cycle ot 
time 1s concerned.

to mpute the pas<6n of rage to that which 1s believed to be 
an mmaterial principle 1s to awaken a sense of ridicule in those 
who are unable to accept the statements of the sages and seers of 
previous ages to the effect that every form of life in manifestation 
1s a self-conscious individualized being, however high or low its 
mentality be rated. That form of life force to which we give the 
name ot a principle 1s just as surely a self-conscious individual- 
1zed entity as is any human being, but as it is of a state of sub- 
Stance which -1s 1mperceptihble to the human senses, save as to the 
results of 1ts action, it. is only those who are capable of contact- 
ing the higher spiritual realms of life who may become conscious 
of its ultimate characteristics.

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[f it is believed that all the characters of the Book Of Revela- 
tions and other mystic works are purely allegorical or symbohc 
the above <tatement will not carry much weight, but it 1t 1s con- 
ceded that there 1s a literal as well as a figurative form to be 
taken into consideration in reaching definite conclusons regarding 
the Cherubim and the four beasts, as well as other occupants of 
*the Throne''—the manifested spiritual universe—it will not be $0 
difficult for the average student to understand some ot the many 
phases of Fohat. 

The rage of Fohat was not rage in the sense of anger, but more 
in the sense of vehemence or exhibition of power. To cross the 
will of Fohat would be to obstruct the action of the creative 
forces. 

[f a non-conductor 1s put in the path of a current oft electricity 
the current 1s diverted. Just as the elementary torces of obstruc- 
tion and destruction block the path of the pilgrim who 1s striving 
to reach the mountain top of development, s0 s1milar forces strive 
to block the path, or (vert the energy of the creative forces 1n 
ways comparable to_ the non-conquctors of electrical energy, —but 
In neither case 1s the motive power belligerent. It 1s natures 
method of developing strength and energy both in man and in the 
COSITNOS. 

[t would seem that the Serpents of Wisdom, referred to in the 
third Stanza, would be obstructing the direct action of the Manasic 
forces active in developing the mentality of the last sub-race of 
the fourth root race who were to become the progenitors of the 
first sub-race of the fifth root race; and rather than permit the 
last named race to evolve too rapidly, Fohat threatens to *'set his 
foot so hard on the bridge between the Gods and men that 1t shall 
be broken; in other words, he threatens to obstruct the flow of 
the finer spiritual forces, by the use of the negative aspects—the 
wrath of the Shining Face,—the sun and his circhng hosts—the 
planets of this solar system.

OCCULI MATHEMATICS. 
FRANKLIN F. WOLFF. 
briefly Stated, the program pursued by the class in occult Math- 
ematics has heen as follows; In the first place, from a metaphys- 
cal point of view, number and geometrical form were considered

as basically underlving all manifestation in the sense of heing the 
formal or <chematic condition of all expresston. Fither Light or 
Sound may be regarded as the substantial hasis of the manitested 
Deity, but Number and Geometry give the fundamental principles 
of organization under which manitested Light or Sound must fall. 
Consequently, logically, Number and Geometry stand first:. 

In the second place, the numerical elements and operations of 
algebra were formulated im the terms in which they are employed 
mn ordinary manipulation. From this the class has proceeded to 
the interpretation of the ten primary numerical elements and of the 
algebraic operations. It 1s expected that with the discovery of 
more or less adequate interpretations of both ot these the key to 
tHe partial interpretation of numerical complexes will be toundl. 

The $spirit of work im this class 1s strictly co-operative. The en- 
deavor 15 to follow the 1deal of hringing together the peculiar powers 
of all the individual members ot the class and from the interaction 
ot these evolve a SVSLEM Of interpretation that would be more com- 
prehensive than that which -any one individual could offer. 


THE RED RAY. 


The Red Rav is one of the Seven fundamental Rays of 
Hierarchial Being presiding over the evolution of the manifested 
Cosmos. Each Ray has its seven <ub-rays and these again their 
Sub-ravs all together making up the swm total of conscious ener- 
gies into which all manifested life may be divided and sub- 
divided. At the head of each Ray and sub-ray 1s a Alaster-centre 
of consciousness. Each Ray functions its particular quality of 
Substance, Force and Consciousness and has its particular period 
In which to rule or 1mpress 1ts quality particularly on the cosmos 
and on the world and races thereot. 

Human thought and tendencies change profoundly as one Ray 
ebbs and the next Ray becomes dominant. In the year 1898, the 
cycle opened for Red Ray to again assume 1ts sway and dominant 
power over the destimes of this Planet. Tremendous changes 
have occurred in that time, in and with the world in all fields of 
activity. The Red Ray corresponds to the Do of the diatonic 
Scale. It 1s the strongest note, and stands for strength and form. 
[t 1s essentially militant, spiritually or physically, and makes for 
Strong orgamzation wherever acting. The civilization of the At- 
lanteans, the prehistoric Americans, the ancient Egyptians, Greeks 
and Romans, were dominated and a part of the Hierarchial Red 
Ray. The Greeks gave a form to Philosophy and Art, and the 
Romans to Government and Law, and the Egyptians to Religion.
